Fed cattle prices probably will show seasonal 
strength in late summer and fall, but it is likely to be 
small and may come late in the year because of con- 
tinued large supplies of such cattle and increasing sup- 
plies of other meats through October. The cattle-on- 
feed report to be issued July 16 probably will show 
more on feed than a year ago. Marketings of fed cat- 
tle have been heavy, but stocker and feeder shipments 
into 9 Cornbelt states in January-May were about a 
fourth nee than a year ago. Western finishers also 
appear to be keeping their feedlots well filled. 


Grass cattle prices probably will sag a little in. 


the next two or three months as marketing gets under 
way from the main grazing areas and competition from 
pork becomes greater. More cows are likely to show 
up. In spite of holding for herd expansion, cow slaughter 
increased about 25% from July to October last year. 


Stocker and feeder cattle prices won’t change 
much in the next month or two if feed grain and forage 
crops and pasture prospects hold up.

What I mean is that the state fairs 
and stock-shows, starting in August, 
offer an up-to-date refresher course in 
livestock keeping, with lectures by our 
most eminent authorities—the judges 
and breeders who throng the ringside. 
Illustrated, too, by the animals them- 
selves. You can take notes. First thing 
I do is go down machinery row and get 
me one of those nice clean notebooks 
that they give away, then I’m all set. 
Some will even give you an automatic 


pencil. 


Illinois Opens Parade 
of Champions 


J. Ralph Peak placed in my hands 
the very first premium book off the 
press for the 1959 Illinois State Fair, 
Aug. 14-23, at Springfield. That will be 
the start of the vast parade of improved 
livestock—bred, fed and fitted for criti- 
cal examination and demonstration of 
the most modern methods of producing 
meat and milk, wool and horsepower. 
From Illinois the great parade of rib- 
bon-worthy farm animals divides north 
to Wisconsin, south to Missouri, and 
then is ingeniously dated by the Inter- 
national Association of Fairs and Ex- 
positions to 254 fairs with a thousand 
showrings where you can see what is 
wanted; what sells; what produces and 
reproduces; what performs in your cli- 
mate and on your kind of feed, whether 
it be beef cattle, dairy, hogs, sheep or 
horses. This does not include 2,500 
county fairs and local shows in full 
swing from June to November. 

Illinois’ 107th exposition is not only 
one of the greatest stock shows in the 
world, but it opens the American cir- 
cuit and is typical of the vast panorama 
of livestock lore which follows, week 
after week. So just follow me and we'll 
see what we can learn. Got your cata- 
log? 
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Tops are Meat-Type 


Myself, I always make a bee-line for 
the hog house, because our swine breed- 
ers, all breeds, are driving out elegant 
Meat-types instead of those chuffy, 
lardy old cob-rollers. You can almost 
see the red meat in that wide loin with 
only an inch and a half of back fat on 
top, and certainly in that ham. This one 
came over the scales at 200 Ibs.; ask 
the man when it was farrowed. 


This here judge keeps checking 
length, not from snout to tail-tip, but 
from front leg to back leg, or as they 
say over there by the cooler from the 
front of the first rib to the H-bone. 
Yes, sir, he’s counting the teats on the 
boars as well as the gilts, not satisfied 
until he finds six or seven on each side 
and well spaced. Demands plenty of 
bone in wide-apart legs and up on the 
toes with strong pasterns; no, he’s not 
a horseman, but he likes to see how 
they’d move to a self-feeder. He figures 
that a deep hind flank means he has 
a good feeder as well as a lean-meat 
hog, and a full flank up front means 
that a pig will stay good on its feet 
as it grows. Ruggedness, size without 
coarseness, smooth finish, breed char- 
acter—you can almost see his mind 
work, no matter which breed 'tis. 

What's your breed anyhow? Oh, you'll 
tell me later. Well, I’m glad you gave 
your own hogs a good look-see before 
you left home. 

Sure, go ahead and ask the judge why 
he put that boar up, or broke his type 
on No. 3. He'll tell you. And ask the 
boy with the purple ribbon what ration 


he uses to keep the grand champion 
sow like that, what age he weans, and 
if he uses starter. 

This next class will be the on-foot 
class in the Carcass Contest. That’s the 
acid test, it is. Oh yes, you'd better 
stay over and tell me how they placed 
on the rail, how many square inches 
of loin-eye that Ist prize barrow had. 


Meat-Type Steers? 


In the Beef Cattle barn you see evi- 
dence that weight-per-age, birthdays, 
weaning weights, certified feeders, per- 
cent calf crop, additives, cut-out are 
new factors which they are adding into 
the equation along with the pedigree 
and showyard records. Why, they are 
even talking about Meat-type steers! 

Sitting on a bale of hay are two old- 
timers animately discussing the annual 
meeting of beef cattle Performance Reg- 
istry International at Miles City, where 
it all started. They say that 350 people 
were there, and that states like Vir- 
ginia are hiring extension men to super- 
vise on-the-farm testing. Maryland is 
even measuring beef bulls with steel 
tapes and calipers, as well as recording 
the daily gains of the calf himself, with 
weights of his sibs (brothers and sis- 
ters) and putting it all right on the 
pedigree. Yep, many bulls are being ac- 
quired by the artificial insemination 
companies, guaranteeing calves by 
weight-tested sires at $7 a head. 

They don’t mind our listening in: 
They're even talking about photograph- 
ers who stand a long-legged bull in a

Fight Against 


~ BRUCELLOSIS 


FTER more than 25 years’ eradi- 
i cise work, half of the 3,152 

counties in the United States and 
its possessions are now modified certi- 
fied brucellosis areas. 

With the official certification on June 
4 of Eagle County, Colo., the total of 
certified counties was put at 1,576. An 
area is declared modified certified when 
tests show less than I percent of all 
cattle and 5 percent of all herds within 
it are infected with brucellosis. 

In addition to the 1,576 counties al- 
ready certified, another 546 are cur- 
rently working toward that goal and are 
expected to be certified. soon. Up to 
the present time, 18 entire states, plus 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, 
have been certified. 

In reporting progress of the brucellos- 
is campaign, conducted co-operatively 
by USDA’s Agricultural Research Serv- 
ice and the various states, officials noted 
that the program’s greatest gains have 
been made in those areas where live- 
stock producers have co-operated by 
using the two main features of the pro- 
gram simultaneously—blood testing of 
animals to identify infected herds, and 
protection of calves through vaccina- 
tion. 

When the national program first be- 
gan in 1934, more than 11 percent of 
the cattle in the United States were 
infected. However, as a result of the 
present program, the infection rate 
among all cattle tested has been re- 
duced from 2.6 percent in 1954 to 1.3 
percent at the end of February this 
year. This reducticn in animal infection 
has also reduced the incidence of un- 
dulant fever, the form the disease takes 
in humans, from 6,321 known cases in 
1947 to 802 in 1958. 


What is Brucellosis? 


Brucellosis (also known as Bang’s dis- 
ease and contagious abortion) is a cost- 
ly, contagious disease of livestock that 
also may affect humans. Although 
brucellosis may attack most farm ani- 
mals, it is more frequently found in 
cattle, swine and goats. In humans, the 
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disease is known as undulant fever and 
can be contracted by farmers, veterinar- 
ians and others handling brucella-in- 
fected livestock. 


How serious is Brucellosis? 


Brucellosis is one of the most serious 
and widespread livestock diseases in the 
United States. It costs farmers and 
ranchers an estimated $30 million a 
year. Herds with brucellosis may pro- 
duce as much as 20 percent less milk 
and 40 percent fewer calves. 


What are the symptoms of Bru- 
cellosis? 


There is no sure way to tell Brucella- 
infected animals by their appearance. 
The most outstanding symptom is abor- 
tion or weak or dying offspring. If abor- 
tion or premature birth occurs in a 
herd of cattle, hogs, or goats, a veteri- 
narian should be called at once to test 
the herd. However, infected cows may 
breed and calve normally and still be 
spreaders of the disease. Testing is the 
only sure way to detect brucellosis. 


What are the tests for diagnos- 
ing Brucellosis? 


There are two tests for determining 
the presence of brucellosis; the milk ring 
test for screening dairy herds and the 
blood agglutination test for individual 
animals. 


Can Brucellosis be cured? 


No. Repeated attempts to develop 
a cure for Brucellosis in cattle have 
failed. 


Can Brucellosis be prevented? 


Vaccination of calves between four 
and eight months of age helps build up 
resistance to brucellosis, but it does not 
insure lifetime immunity. Vaccination is 
an important part of eradication work 
when used along with testing and dis- 
posal of reactors. 


What does Modified-Certified 
Brucellosis-Free Area mean? 


When tests determine that Brucella 
infection exists in not more than 1 
percent of the cattle and not more than 
5 percent of the herds in a county, it is 
declared a modified-certified brucellosis 
area. When all counties within a state 
meet these qualifications, then the 
state can be declared modified-certified. 
Such areas must continue testing and 
eradication work to maintain certifica- 
tion and proceed toward eventual com- 
plete eradication of the disease. 


What does Certified-Brucellosis- 
Free herd mean? 


That no Brucella infection exists in 
any animal in the herd. The owner must 
guard against reinfection, and blood test 
his animals annually to maintain such 
certification. 


What are the symptoms of hu- 
man Brucellosis or undulant fe- 
ver? 


The disease usually develops like the 
“flu” but persists for several weeks or 
more. The initial symptoms are tiring 
easily and headache followed by high 
fever, chills, drenching sweats, joint 
pains, backache, loss of weight, and 
poor appetite. Repeated attacks and 
rises of temperature are likely to oc- 
cur. While the disease does not fre- 
quently cause human death, it is too 
serious to be dealt with lightly. 


Is undulant fever contagious 
among humans? 


No. The usual method by which 
humans contract undulant fever is 
through direct contact with infected ani- 
mals. There is no evidence that the 
disease is transmitted from one person 
to another. Therefore, when brucellosis 
is finally eradicated from animals, the 
problem of brucellosis in humans will 
be solved. “

comeback in Dixie. Farmers are 

turning to part-time shepherding as 
a sideline and, in general, to fill in the 
gap caused by crop controls and re- 
duced acreage of row crops. 

And as they acquire the know-how 
necessary to successful management 
they are discovering that the sale of 
early fat lambs and the wool clip bring 
in money at a time of year when in- 
come is skimpy and expenses run high. 

The extension people say that sheep 
fit in with other things but seldom make 
a complete farm setup in themselves. 
Yet for the amount of money invested, 
they point out, sheep provide farmers 
the greatest return of any animal. 

Sheep are a “natural” for the South 
at any time, they add, and this is es- 
pecially true now since many farmers 
are seeding to grass the land which once 
grew cotton and other row crops. While 
this conserves the natural resources of 
the soil, it also affords the opportunity 
for more livestock production. 

In the last few years sheep population 
in the relatively small state of South 
Carolina has risen from an all-time 
low of 3,000 to more than 14,000. 
Georgia has moved up seven notches on

the list of sheep producing states and 
Alabama has climbed six places. The 
trend is general throughout the South- 
eastern states. 

It’s a spectacular comeback because 
sheep raising on a really big-scale in 
Dixie began to decline many decades 
ago. For instance South Carolina 75 


“years ago had a sheep population of al- 


most 200,000. Some say that sheep

raising went out with the wooden fence, 
generally replaced with barbed wire. 
Others blame dogs and internal parasites. 

The extension services in each state 
in the Southeast are, of course, develop- 
ing and passing along results of re- 
searchers. On the edge of Johnsonville, 
a little town in the heart of the South 
Carolina tobacco belt, there is now a 
most unusual sheep raising project or 
laboratory that covers some 500 acres. 

It’s one of the several experimental 
stations of the Clemson College Agricul- 
tural. Extension Service. Here it is the 
job of Sheep Specialist Clifton Mudge 
and his associates to continue improv- 
ing sheep production practices. 

Much of the research at this experi-

mental station has been concerned with 
finding the best strain of sheep for this 
part of the country. Out of that work 
has come a cross between the Western 
Rambouillet and the Australian Pol- 
warth which Mudge describes as being 
“close to the ideal sheep for the South 
Carolina farmer.” 

The experiments with Polwarth be- 
gan a few years ago with the importa- 
tion of 100 ewes and five rams from 
Australia. There are now some 300 
Polwarths on the Johnsonville station’s 
farm. The Polwarth, Mudge points out, 
breeds earlier, is an excellent wool pro- 
ducer and easily withstands the moist 
heat of the region. 

Feeding is an important part of any 
livestock operation and the experimental 
farm at Johnsonville mixes its own 
rations. Generally, the lambs are fed a 
mixture of cracked corn, cottonseed 
meal and molasses, fortified with Aureo- 
mycin. 

The latter is added as a matter of 
course because extensive research under 
virtually all conditions across the coun- 
try has shown its disease-fighting quali- 
ties enables producers to bring lambs 
to market weights as much as 30 days 
faster, thus effecting considerable sav- 
ings in feed costs. 

Another significant point in the pro- 
duction methods employed by Mudge 
and his co-workers is the use of alumi- 
num-roofed barns, sheds and pens. 

These structures. dot the pastures at 
Johnsonville and afford the animals a 
ready refuge from summer heat. Lambs, 
like other species of livestock, “do bet- 
ter” when they are not made uncom- 
fortable by the heat. 

The unique Johnsonville sheep farm 
is adjacent to the first of two wool 
combing plants to be built in the 
region—the Wellman Combing Com- 
pany. The company provides the acre- 
age that makes up the large experi- 
mental farm, which is staffed and oper- 
ated by the Clemson extension service. 

The other wool combing facility, the

for manufacturing grade. Butterfat 
prices probably will rise a cent or so as 
they have done in the last year or two. 

To meet the cost-price squeeze, 
many dairymen are culling herds more 
closely, taking advantage of the high 
market for low grade beef. Others are 
selling out while milk cow prices 
are high. Still others seek savings in 
labor, buildings and equipment costs 
through larger herds. Quite a few, no 
doubt, hope cow pools are the answer. 


Corn and sorghum prices prob- 
ably. will work somewhat lower in the 
next 2 or 3 months. Oats and barley 
prices are rounding bottom and will 
move up slightly. Amount of change de- 
pends much on crop progress. 

A record corn crop, at least 100 mil- 
lion bushels more than last year, seems 
likely. The oats crop may be down 250 
million bushels. Barley and sorghum 
crop prospects are less certain. Alto- 
gether, the feed grain harvest is likely 
to be less than the 158 million ton 
record last year, but substantially more 
than the 1958-59 season’s record usage. 

It seems best to sell at once any re- 
maining old corn or sorghums that can 
be spared. Lower supports and the drop 
in CCC’s selling prices may cause some 
weakness in oats prices during harvest 
but most growers will hold for feeding. 
For those who will need to buy oats or 
barley, August is likely to be the best 
time to stock up. 


Hay prices are near bottom. An ad- 
vance of $1-3 is likely by midwinter. 
Prices probably will average a little 
higher through the season ahead. Hold 
well-cured, well-stored hay. If you need 
more, better buy now and take delivery 
behind the baler.

Look at Record When Selecting Beef 


“Intelligent use of production records 
can take out much of the risk in select- 
ing beef cattle. Visual appraisal of ani- 
mals is no longer adequate for evaluat- 
ing breeding worth of a beef animal.” 

So remarked Dr. C. J. Brown, as- 
sociate. animal husbandman with the 
University of Arkansas, as he spoke to 
cattlemen and agricultural leaders at 
their Beef Cattle Study Day. He went 
on to explain that just one factor, such 
as weight for age, will not give a true 
picture of an animal's potential. 

“Cattlemen will be misled about an 
animal's performance if they don’t take 
into consideration all of these produc- 
tion factors: Regular reproduction, type, 
mothering ability, gaining ability, feed 
utilization, freedom from genetic de- 
fects and longevity.” 

He gave these reasons for their em- 
phasis: 

“Regular reproduction is largely a 
management problem. Culling animals 
of low reproductive performance fre- 
quently offers the greatest opportunity 
to increase the income from a herd. 

“Type is important because it largely 
determines selling price per pound of 
commercial animals. 

“Weaning weight of a calf is largely 
determined by factors of mothering abil- 
ity. To accurately compare the genetic 


ability of one cow with another, dif- 
ferences between calves in year and 
season of birth, age, sire, and sex and 
age of the cows should be taken into 
account. 

“Gaining ability determines the ef- 
ficiency with which a cattleman uses his 
land, labor and equipment. 

“Feed utilization is important be- 
cause feed cost is the greatest charge 
for maintaining cattle. 

“Longevity is important in a herd of 
cattle because fewer replacements will 
be required and the cost of raising them 
can be prorated over more offspring.” 





Compare Prices Carefully 
Before Buying Supplement 


Do you buy the same protein sup- 
plement every time? 

L. J. Kortan, animal husbandman for 
the Agricultural Extension Service, 
passes on some information presented 
at the International Animal Feed sym- 
posium held in Kansas recently. 

There was pointed out that some 
buyers assume “the market” will even 
out prices they pay for protein supple- 
ment. So they buy the same kind each 
time without taking the trouble to com- 
pare prices. 

Actually this is a costly method be- 


cause in almost every case one supple- 
ment is cheaper than any other at any 
given time. The outstanding lesson to be 
learned by comparing feed prices with 
feeding value is that market prices will 
not always reflect feeding value. So the 
feed buyer should be ready to substitute 
one kind of feed for another. 

To do this the farmer must know 
to what degree he can substitute dif- 
ferent ingredients. “Research in animal 
nutrition, a knowledge of actual feeding 
practices and good judgment in adapting 
rations are the basis for determining 
how to make feed substitution pay,” he 
said. 


Self-fed Cattle Show 
Definite Advantages 


Cattle feeders often ask this ques- 
tion: “How do self-fed cattle compare 
in gain and cost of gain with cattle 
that are fed from a self-feeder?” 

The averages of 13 experiments 
where self-feeding was compared with 
hand-feeding show that: 

1. Self-fed cattle gained .13 lb. more 

r day. 

2. Self-fed cattle cost 26 cents more 
per 100 Ibs. of gain for feed. 

3. Self-fed cattle sold for slightly 
more per pound. 

4. The net return over feed cost was 
87 cents per head in favor of self-fed 
cattle.—G. R. Carlisle, University of Ill.

22 Texas Technological College will 
put its purebred Brahman herd into 
hybrid production in the next breeding 
season. The decision was prompted by 
the great number of Brahman hybrids 
now being fed in Panhandle feedlots. 

The breeding program’s primary ob- 
jective is to obtain hybrid steers for 
student classwork. The steers will be 
fattened to provide data for growth 
and carcass studies.

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Farm Bureau Charges 
Canadian Government 


Of Pork Dumping 
@ The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration has asked the U. S. State and 
Agriculture Departments to take “effec- 
tive action to prevent the dumping 
of Canadian pork on the U.S. market 
on a subsidized basis.” 

Charles B, Shuman, president of the 
organization, wrote identical letters to 
Secretary of State, Christian A. Herter, 
and Secretary of Agriculture, Ezra Taft 
Benson. 

He asked the U. S. officials to con- 
sider “countervailing duties” if Canada 
institutes a deficiency payment program 
for hogs. 

Hog prices have been supported by 
the Dominion Government at $25 per 
100 pounds. But Shuman said “we un- 
derstand that Canadian government of- 
ficials are planning to dump future pro- 
duction on the market and to pay pro- 
ducers deficiency payments to make up 
the difference between an artificially de- 
pressed market price and the govern- 
ment-guaranteed support price on hogs.” 

Such a program would make it pos- 
sible for Canadians to sell hogs for ex- 
port to this country at low prices and 
to collect payments from their govern- 
ment, with a total return well above that 
of U.S. farmers who would be forced to 
meet the competition of imports.

What's New 
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Shade Is Important 
For Hogs in Summer 


Modern hogs may be different in 
many respects than their predecessors, 
but they still like to be kept cool in 
hot weather. And it is economically 
sound for hog raisers to cater to the 
porker’s whim. 

Natural shade from trees is cheapest 
and very. effective. However, when 
trees are not available, many inex- 
pensive ways can be devised to keep 
hogs cool. 

Artificial, portable, shade structures 
are found on many farms. These feat- 
ure wood, aluminum or long hay as a 
roof. White paint used on wood surfaces 
aids in preservation and reflecting the 
sun, Some folks have made shades with 
the roof louvres. This blocks the sun 
rays but allows more air movement 
under the louvres. 

The height of all shade shelters for 
hogs should be at least four feet from 
the ground. Four to five square feet 
for pigs under 100 pounds and seven to 
eight square feet of shade area for pigs 
over 100 pounds should be allowed. 


Breed Heifers Early 
But Take Precautions 


Age at which to breed beef heifers 
for first calving has been a controversial 
subject for years. Should they be bred 
to calve the first time as two-year-olds, 
or should they be held another year and 
bred to calve first at three years? Here’s 
what we found in a 12-year study: 

1. During the productive life of cows, 
those bred first as yearlings weaned 
one more calf for about 350 pounds 
more total weaned weight. 

2. Weaning weight per calf favored 
breeding cows first as two-year-olds. 

3. There was little or no difference 
between mature weights of cows bred 
first either as yearlings or as two-year- 
olds. 

However, Station Superintendent Bob 
Webb suggests some precautions to 
take in the event heifers are bred as 
yearlings: 

Breed only growthy yearlings. Heif- 
ers calving as two-year-olds will need 
better care and closer attention, par- 
ticularly at calving time. Also, expect 
more calving difficulties in the younger 
heifers. It would be wise to breed year- 
ling heifers to a bull known to sire 
calves of average or below-average birth 
weights. And, finally, the young heifer 
will require better pastures to keep the 
growing heifer and calf coming along.— 
E. A. Cate, University of Illinois.

The Milky Way 


Dairy cattle breeders have been 
weighing their milk and testing it for 
butterfat for a good half-century and 
you can see the results in every class 
of Ayrshires, Brown Swiss, Guernseys, 
Holsteins and Jerseys. Especially in the 
long lines of heifers and cows. Now 
farmers with the smaller herds of milk 
cows are adopting the Weigh-a-Day-a- 
Month program, which admirably sup- 
plements D.H.1.A. and official testing. 

Today, about a third of these dairy 
cattle are test-tube calves. You don’t 
need to keep a bull of your own any 
more, when you can breed your cows 
to the very top sires of any breed by 
calling the inseminator on the "phone. 
But they still show classes of bulls, 
from calves over four months to junior 
yearling, senior yearlings, two-year-olds 
and three-year-olds. I admit I never 
could tell much about the worth of 
a young dairy bull just by looking at 
him, nor watching the judge line them 
up, 80 let’s go see the woolies. 


Sheep and Goats 


Those little 4-H’ers, the 10- and 11- 
year-old boys and girls, certainly know 
how to trim and stand their purebred 
lambs, don’t they? It is a good way to 
start a project—with a lamb. Next 
year a shote. And then they’re ready 
for a calf. But at the start the calf 
is ‘heavier than the boy, costs much 
more than the lamb; and the lamb- 
project is completed, written up, and 
evaluated in much shorter time. 

Here is where you can study the dif- 
ferent sheep breeds—Cheviots, Corrie- 
dales, Cotswolds and Lincolns (the 
long-wools showing together), Dorsets, 
Hampshires, Montadales, Oxfords, 
Rambouillets (fine wools), Shropshires, 
and Suffolks, to relate them alpha- 
betically so no one will accuse us of 
breed partisanship. You'll want to go to 
the Ohio State Fair at Columbus, week 
after next. Ohio has the greatest sheep 
show in the world. Tell Willard Bitzer I 
sent you, and he’ll give you a seat right 
by the scales, while he weighs and 
records the weight of the prizewinners. 

The Wool Show features ram fleeces 
and ewe fleeces from each breed. And 
every fleece must be tied with paper

Santee River Wool Combing Co., is at 
Jamestown, about 40 miles south of 
Johnsonville. These two plants could 
process the wool from 15 million sheep. 
Most of the wool they do process comes 
through the nearby port of Charleston 
from all corners of the globe. 

There are certain broad economic 
factors, as well as regional or local 
ones, that enter into the total picture 
and are contributing to the ramarkable 
comeback of sheep raising in the South- 
east. 

One of these, of course, is that the 
big eastern meat packers would like to 
see an even greater increase in produc- 
tion in the region because the South is 
closer than the West to the area of great- 
est per capita consumption of mutton— 
the Eastern and New England states. 

The great part of the nation’s lamb 
output comes from west of the Mis- 
sissippi and is consumed east of the 
Mississippi. Yet in the South itself per 
capita consumption is very small. South- 
ern consumption, though, is slowly ris- 
ing and the promotion of such a trend 
is frequently a project of 4-H clubs. 

The U. S. government welcomes in- 
creased sheep production, of course, 
since this country still produces far less 
than half of the wool it needs and must 
import the rest. Moreover, there’s now 
a virtually unlimited nearby market in 
the Southeast for locally produced wool.

of the calamity talk that the cattle business is likely to go 
to pot by 1961. Mr. Ho.serr is the leader of your sturdy 
effort to obtain a voluntary mark-off on cattle, hogs and 
sheep at the market place, the money to be used to pro- 
mote greater consumer acceptance of beef, pork and lamb 
—something like the citrus growers, banana and coffee peo- 
ple, the dairy folks and others are doing. What stopped it 
in Congress was the American Farm Bureau lobby stating 
that it would cut the funds of the Meat Board. Not so; if 
the resolutions of breeder-feeder groups mean what they 
say. A permissive law authorizing a check-off would double 
the resources of NLMB, whose new president is A. G. 
PICKETT, secretary of the Kansas Livestock Association. 
The weight of the meat-makers’ plan for self-help promotion 
would be doubled by a Packers & Stockyards amendment 
permitting a voluntary mark-off. They say it can’t be done

Wurinc tHe Next TEN Years We WiLL Finp Ways TO 
pellet legumes and grasses right in the field, entire corn 
and sorghum plants too, and 
if the pellets are high-mois- 
ture sock them into the silo. 
But, maybe we can find a forage crop that is self-pelleting, 
already growing in pelleted form, that could be grazed in 
summer or put up for winter feed, says Dr. W. M. BEESON.
